_i.nite action on the plans for the 


aiv.iex is to be taken at once, a mem- 
ber of the school board said Saturday 
afternoon. 


Plans for a combination gymnasium 


and auditorium are to be drawn up and 
probably will be accepted. The idea is 
a new one in the construction of school 
buildings and has been put into use 
only recently. 


Members of the school board made 


a personal inspection of a new build- 
Ing In Bucyrus Friday, where the two 
rooms have been combined, and were 
well pleased with the idea. 


In applying It to the local building, 


the present stage will be lengthened to 
extend back over the Elliott lot in the 
rear of the building, and it will be used 
as the gymnasium. A gallery will be 
erected on three sides of the gym- 
nasium, which will also be plainly visi- 
ble from the auditorium. 


The auditorium will be extended in 


length and the seats elevated so as to 
command a clear ivew of the gym- 
nasium, instead of remaining on the 
level as at present. 


A swimming pool will be placed In 


the pit now used for the gymnasium. 
The floor of the gymnasium will be 
graduated so as to give depths of wa- 
ter ranging from probably two and one 
half to seven feet. 


When the new section of the build- 


ing is completed, the whole structure 
will appear in the shape of an ell, the 
new part facing Seventh-st on the lot 
recently 
purchased 
from 
Edward 


Hunter. 
, 


None of the buildings on the Hunter 


Atot were included in the purchase price 
OT the lot. The 
buildings 
will be 


moved by Mr. Hunter. 
He has con- 


tracted to have the lot vacated by 
April 15, 1922. 


Altho the building will obstruct what 


is now a public alley, it is expected 
that the driveway will be abandoned 
by the city. 
All of the property ad- 


joining the alley, either belongs to the 
school let, or can be reached from an- 
other entrance. 


Vernon Redding, a Mansfield archi- 


tect, is being consulted with regards 
to the plans for the building, and the 
contract for the work will be let as 
soon as the plans are approved. 


By letting the contract early, before 


the rush of spring building, It is hoped 
that a better price may be obtained. 
Any savings from the $160,000 to be 
forthcoming from the bond issue ap- 
proved at the recent election, will be 
applied to the construction of a small 
building on east Chestnut-st, on the lot 
purchased from John Hall. 


It is planned to erect a 
two-story, 


four room building as soon as possible. 
The building is to be so 
constructed 


that additions to it may be easily made 
when desired. 


The building will be placed 
back 


from the street on the higher ground 
where it will overlook the surround- 
ing residences. 
The lot on which it 


will be erected is large and affords an 
excellent space for a play ground. 


No definite action toward the con- 


struction of the smalt building will be 
taken until the addition to the high 
school building is completed.

basis In fact for such expectations in- 
sofar as anyone outside of the confer- 
ence knows.

ness for tae deed, hut now is the time

The Chinese and far eastern prob- 


lems which are engaging the attention 
of the main body 
of tho statesman 


are too delicate and involved to per- 
mit of a public presentation at this 
time, it was stated.

ternational conference today.

2-To negotiate an agreement 
be- 


tween Russia and China. 


3-To 
arouse Chinese sympathy for 


the (Bolshevik movement thru the dis- 
semination of propoganda. 


Russia is tho bitter foe of Japan 


and Britain, the countries that, the 
Chinese allege, have taken 
leader- 


ship in the -effort to retain foreign 
domination in Chna. 


An alliance between Russia 
and 


China would combine two vast popula- 
tions into a total of about six hundred 
million people and cover nearly the 
whle Asiatic mainland. 


Such a merger of interests would 


put both Russia and China in a pow- 
erful position to resist materially for- 
eign encroachmenis, especially Japa- 
nese, m Manchuria, Mongolia and Si- 
beria 


It would put at the 
disposal of 


China the aggressive assistance of the 
Bolshevik! leaders and be a source 
of mutual strength, economic and mili- 
tary. Premier Briand estimated Rus- 
sia could put an army of over 6,000,- 
000 men m the field. 


It is evident the Bolsheviks have 


reallzzed the 
futility of 
successful 


propaganda in Europe. 
For the pres- 


ent they are concentrating their at- 
tention on Asia. 


Russia has been aiming at a strong 


propaganda movement in India, Persia 
and Afghanistan. 
An alliance with 


China would enable 
the Bolsheviks 


to converge in India from three sides 
in their campaign of propaganda.

Failure to bring the South Americans 
into the conference has helped along 
this idea. 


Spain has put herself, since the war, 


into a position where she might be- 
come the leader of the western Latins 
and there have been plenty of signifi- 
cant indications that France and Italy 
aie helping along the movement for 
united effort. 
The League of Nations 


assembly, in the last two sessions, has 
been dominated by the Latin combi- 
nation; and Poland owes her posses- 
sion of the richest part of the Silesian 
coal mines to their control 
of 
the 


League Council. 


Vatican statesmanship is co-operat- 


ting closely with tho foreign offices 
of these nations. It would not favor 
any Chinese settlement

that nation under the -tutelage of 
Protestant and heathen powers.

Playing The Winner 


"TT is a great thing," observes Orison Swett Harden, in Suc- 


JL cess, "to go thru the world radiating power; to walk among 
men like a conqueror, giving everybody the impression that you 
. are a winner. It not only backs up confidence in yourself, but it 
also has a powerful way of establishing the confidence of others 
in you. Such an attitude will very quickly get you the reputa- 
tion of being a winner, and everybody will want to help you. 
Capital will be attracted to you, positions will open up to you, 
opportunity will chase you." 
Mr. Marden's opinion is part of an elaborate system for 
getting on in this world and probably in the next. But has Mr. 
Harden never observed the effect produced by any one who 
tries to toot his way thru automobile traffic or elbow his way 
thru a crowd, or thru life, under the impression that ho is a win- 
ner? 
Has Hr. Harden never traveled in the New York sub- 


way? Has he never tried to cross an unguarded New York 
street crowded with cars driven by men who are trying to give 
the impression that they are winners? Has he never tried to 
avoid buying life insuance or books of etiquette that he couldn't 
afford from men who were radiating power? If the answer to 
these questions is yes, has he felt inclined to hunt up money, 
jobs, or opportunities and give the them to these all-superior 
creatures? 
f 
No, the truth at which Mr. Harden is driving is stated too 
crudely. Nobody loves people who radiate power or give the 
impression that they are winners. We all like people who have 
the ordinary human doubts about themselves. We are flattered 
when other people pretend to be under the impression that we, 
not themselves, are winners. We sometimes give our money 
and our time to the power radiators, but after we have bowed 
them out of the doorway we come back cursing. The kind of 
person we really like is the well-mellowed failure. That is, why 
Rip Van Winkle and Lighting Bill Jones were phenomenal suc- 
cesses on the .American stage. 


After all, the gospel of success is being a bit overdone. At 
the present moment, at least, humanity probably needs good 
neighbors more than it does men who like to go thru the world 
radiating power. What with the war lords of the late German 
empire and a few others this generation is almost fed up on men 
of power. The deficit in humanity, such as it is, is chiefly in 
the qualities of tolerance and humanity. 


An Impending Blow 


WHILE the arms conference makes encouraging progress in 


clearing up the menacing political condition of the world a 


more imperative summons impends in the economic and financial 
field. Aside from the prolonged misery which prevails over Eu- 
rope on account of debased currency and lack of credit, there 
comes due on Jan. 15 a reparations installment of 500,000,000 
gold marks from Germany which that Government, it is said, , 
cannot possibly pay from resources now in sight. 
i 


The statement is made by th* London Times that in the 
event of Germany's failure to pay "the difficulties to French 
finance may prove insuperable, and if France follows Germany 
into bankruptcy the crash may well bring down the whole edi- 
fice of European credit." 
~ 
' 


In this dilemma the Times calls upon America again to 
shoulder the burden of the world "by devising some scheme for 
financing the nations now hovering on the brink of insolvency." 


The United States unquestionably would have a strong mo- 
tive in coming to the rescue of European credit, but there is 
nothing new in the summons. American financiers, manufac- 
turers and merchants have long recognized the seriousness of 
the European situation and the benefit which would accrue to 
all the world by its alleviation, but no practical solution has been 
attempted. 
America has the resources, Ifut they are tied up in 


national indebtedness, while business is being taxed to the limit 
at which it can survive. 


Why always fall back upon America to keep the world 


afloat, particularly when the European Governments themselves 
have not exhausted ways and means of pooling their resources to 
establish credit and restore the value of currencj*? 
The ter 


Meulen plan for providing war-crushed nations with credit was 
adopted by the Brussels International Conference a year arro 
and is still being agitated among financiers, apparently without 
result in actual accomplishment. Sir Drummond Fraser, head 
of the largest bank in England outside of London and organizer 
of the ter Meulen plan, came to America last month to expound 
fche scheme to the American Bankers' Association, and inci- 
dentally gave an exposition before the St. Louis Commercial 
Club, which passed resolutions of approval. 
4.1, T?r^nl5 ^l'Yaride^ ProP0ses, to the same end, n "bank of 
the United States and Europe," to be modeled on the Federal 
reserve system of the United States. 


With these concrete suggestions on which to base a struc- 
ture that would pool the credit resources of the world and 
establish a basis for the stabilization of currency and the restor 
ation of normal production and trade, and \\ith a new crisis in 
world finance looming less than two months away, it would ap- 
pear that a world economic conference were oven more urgent 
in point of time than a reduction of armaments congress " 


The time is not too late. The very fact of the callmrof such 
a confeiencc m-ght enable Germany to avert the cnsm hv -i 
short-term loan.

and goats.

furnishing wool, the alpaca, which is 
a snocles of llama, and the camel are 
the most Important. 


Wool from 
different breeds 
of 


sheep varies widely in quality. There 
are many varieties of sheep and new 
ones are added frequently by inter- 
breding. 
Sheep that aro raised for 


mutfoii do not yield the best quality 
of wool. 


The quality and value of the wool 


are very much affected by climate, 
food, soil, breeding and cleanliness. 
In cool climates 
the

grows 


more thickly while a moist climate 
seems to make the fibre longer and 
more crimpy. 
The sheep which is 


not shielded from bad weather -will 
produce a wool %vhose fibre is coarse, 
while insufficient feeding tends 
to 


leave the wool harsh and dry. Sheep 
must bo carefully 
guarded 
against 


disease as the wool from unhealthy 
sheep is very poor. 


"Pulled wool," or wool removed 


from the pelts of animals slaughtered 
by chernicald does not ppln as readily 
as that in the fleece, and it is conse- 
quently made into medium' and low 
grade materials.
